PARIS, Oct. 18.—The increas- 
ingly stern military control of 
Czechoslovakia under the soldier- 
premier, Jan Syrovy, has assumed 
some authoritarian characteristics 
of the German and Italian re- 
gimes, an uncensored account re- 
ceived by messenger from a relia- 
ble and independent source in 
Prague said today. 

Domination of all official activi- 
ties by the army general staff is 
considered necessary by sources 
close to the government during 
the transition period when the 
country is trying to adjust itself 
to trying conditions, this account 
said. 

Among changes necessary are a 
reorganization of the government 
and a revision of the constitution. 

Nevertheless, the necessarily 
dictatorial methods are leading to 
some dissension among ordinary 
government functionaries whose 
roles are being taken over by 
military authorities. 

The army general staff. now sit- 
uated in what is known the 
“new war ministry,” is directing 
all activities. 

All official orders must now be 
submitted for approval before 
publication or announcement, to 
the general staff. 

The only certain way to leave 
Czechoslovakia is by airplane. 

At Prague reliable German 
sources said that Germany had in- 
dicated her willingness to return 
parts of the occupied Sudetenland 
to Czechoslovakia. 

The regions to be returned 
would include a number of pre- 
dominantly Czech-populated sec- 
tions, especially where they cut 
across rail connections from one 
part of Cechoslovakia to another, 
these sources salu.

A COURAGEOUS OFFICER 
That the disgraceful outbreak of mob terror- 
ism in Cobb county, on Monday night, did not 
result in worse tragedy may be attributed al- 
most entirely to the brave stand taken by Thur- 
mond White, night police chief of Smyrna. Chief 
White, realizing he was powerless to hold the 
mob in check without outside help, promptly 
called for the state highway patrol, for county 
officers and others. 


The state highway patrol responded with 
some nine or ten officers who again demon- 
strated their splendid qualities as upholders 
of the law by quickly dispersing the mob. They 
received valuable aid from the Cobb county 
force. 

If Chief White had not acted with the wis- 
dom he displayed, it is probable the newspapers 
of the nation would, on Tuesday morning, have 
carried stories of another outrage of racial 
hatred, casting one more blot of shame on 
Georgia and the south. 


The assembly last night of a second mob, 
however, shows that Chief White needs help 
from state authorities in a situation that may 
become serious if it is not handled immedi- 
ately and firmly. News stories show that the 
members of last night’s mob were strutting 
youths of less than thirty years of age. They 
fled in wild disorder when Adjutant General 
Stoddard stood up in his automobile and tossed 
a half dozen tear gas bombs at them. General 
Stoddard deserves the praise of every law- 
abiding citizen of Georgia for his fearlessness 
in demonstrating just how cowardly is the ele- 
ment that gathers in mobs. It is to be hoped 
that the conference the head of Georgia's 
militia will have with Governor Rivers today 
will bring an effective solution to this problem, 
which the overwhelming majority of Cobb 
county citizens resent and protest. 


The crime which aroused the spirit of mob 
passion was a Shocking tragedy which could 
only have been perpetrated by a creature of 
lowest depravity. The negro is in Fulton jail 
and, according to police officials, has confessed. 
There can be no question but that justice will 
be promptly meted to him. It was the crime of 
an individual and the mob’s effort to wreak 
vengence on others of his race, indiscriminately, 
was the reaction of persons driven insane by 
horror. 

The burning of a negro school was too time- 
ly to be attributed to accident. Probably no 
one will ever know the cause of that fire. But 
the circumstances link it too closely with the 
mob spirit, rampant at the time, to make the 
theory of coincidence tenable. The good citi- 
zens of Cobb county, seeking to erase the black 
mark the mob placed against them, could do 
nothing better than to replace this school with 
a new, modern building. Surely, the negro 
children who have attended that school do not 
deserve to suffer for the act of a single criminal 
of their race.

SOMEONE MUST PAY, SOMEDAY 


The United States Treasury, during the last 
three and a half months, has expended nearly 
a billion dollars more than it has taken in. 
During that period, which marks the operation 
of the new “spending for recovery” program, 
the national deficit has increased in more than 
twice the amount it increased for the com- 
parable period one year ago. 

That the greater part of the increase in 
deficit is caused by record WPA relief roils, a 
responsibility which cannot be avoided, does 
not alleviate the fact that this tremendous na- 
tional debt—now amounting to more than $40,- 
000,000,000—must someday, somehow, be met. It 
probably will not be met by this generation. A 
future generation, perhaps the children now 
growing up, will have to solve the problem. They 
will face a national crisis, perhaps calling for 
more fortitude fan any of the past, when the 
inevitable time arrives when there must be a 
tightening of the national belt and the exercise 
of a thrift that really pinches, to make up for 
the spending of today. 

The way must be found to provide for the 
3.100.000 now on the WPA rolls through private 
employment. This can only be done by giving 
such aid and encouragement to business and to 
private industry as will make possible such ex- 
pansion and growth as will absorb these work- 
ers, until the entire manpower of the nation is 
receiving pay envelopes not filled from the 

pockets of the taxpayers.

AMBULANCES IN TRAFFIC 

The action by city council, in passing an 
ordinance requiring all ambulances to obey 
traffic regulations anywhere in the city, is one 
which should have been taken long ago. There 
has never, in actual fact, been any logical rea- 
son why ambulances should imperil the lives 
of persons on the streets, merely in the effort 
to arrive at a hospital a minute or two earlier 
than otherwise. 

Doctors of long experience have stated they 
never knew a case, yet, where the life or death 
of a patient was affected, one way or another, 
by the speed of the ambulance. Unless, that is, 
the patient’s nervous condition was aggravated 
by knowledge of the unnecessarily dangerous 
speed. 

Obedience to the traffic laws cannot make 
more than a few minutes difference in time of 
arrival at the hospital. In any event this time 
is well worth sacrificing, not only for the com- 
fort of the patient in the vehicle, but for the 
safety of others as well. There is little gained 
if one injured or sick person is recklessly hur- 
ried to a hospital and another is killed or seri- 
ously injured thereby. 

The practice of speeding by ambulance never 
had any reasonable excuse. It originated in 
man’s love for the dramatic and the natural 
anxiety to reach quick succor in time of trouble. 
Calmer and more careful treatment of patients 
would undoubtedly result in quicker recoveries 
and fewer deaths. : 

City council passed the new ordinance fol- 
lowing two tragedies caused by ambulances 
within two days. The action must not, how- 
ever, be attributed to hysteria caused by these 
deaths. It is a reasonable and long-needed 
change in custom and one which no one, fa- 
millar with ambulances, hospitals and the treat- 
ment of the sick or injured, will resent. 


THAT SHAKESPEARE SECRET 


Like quests for perpetual motion and Tenny- 
son’s immortal brook, search for the riddle of 
Shakespeare’s genius—or lack of it—goes on, 
apparently forever. This time, right in our own 
south. The latest fighter in the old, old Shake- 
speare-Bacon battle is a woman, a Californian 
with a love for literature and an idea a grave- 
yard in Williamsburg, Va., may yield proof 
Francis Bacon and a group of 35 men wrote 
Shakespeare's undying works. 


The Californian is Mrs.-Marie Bauer and 
perhaps she really has something. At any rate, 
she claims she has a secret code which was 
discovered by her husband, George Bauer, a 
former Columbia University professor. The 
code was encountered in a book called “A Col- 
lection of Emblems Ancient and Modern.” The 
code linked Williamsburg, old Bruton parish 
churchyard and the Shakespearian quest. Un- 
der the intrepid’Mrs. Bauer’s direction, work- 
men have already uncovered the foundation of 
an old brick church beneath the tombstones 
of early pioneers. The secret code which it is 
hoped will lead to proofs that Shakespeare did 
not write his own stuff is on tombstones in the 
old cemetery. This code, says Mrs. Bauer, co- 
incides with the one in the book and explains 
reasons for burial of the records soon after 
settlement of historic old Williamsburg, which 
was then called Middle Plantation. 


Meanwhile, search is being held up, pending 
action by vestrymen of Bruton. Most of them 
are skeptical of the entire venture and hesitate 
to allow further excavation, although they do 
give Mrs. Bauer full credit for discovering the 
long-forgotten church foundations. 

Thus the Shakespeare-Bacon controversy 
continues, a hardy perennial in the minds of 
many persons. The belief that Bacon, and not 
Shakespeare, wrote the immortal Elizabethan 
dramas has stimulated much discussion and 
much action. Yet the riddle remains unsolved, 
a stirring challenge to those who would answer 
it. It would be more than interesting if Amer- 
ican soil yielded up so great a literary secret— 
if there is such a secret.

THE MOB IS IGNORANCE! The flames were leaping up so 
' high and so red they lighted the 


cotton patch across which we walked. The whole sky was lighted in 
that section. A few frightened birds, driven by the heat and flames 
on their roosts in adjacent trees, went wheeling about in the 
ight. 


_ The cotton had not been picked and the bolls took on a pinkish 
tint from the flames. The ground was soft and powder dry. There 
were automobile headlights on all the roads and the siren at the 
fire house was wailing. 


This was at Smyrna Monday night when a very few people of 
the good county of Cobb were aroused to mob instincts by the brutal 
slaying of a farm couple and the near murder of a young boy. 
They had fired a negro schoolhouse. 


I saw the men who were willing to be made into a mob. They 
were caught up by the excitement of it. Their faces showed it. A 
man mounted a box and tried to harangue the crowd to kill and 
burn. His face showed ignorance. Officers had him taken away. 


Those men, running about the street, cursing and seeking victims 
to beat, were the products of ignorance. Not so much the ignorance 
which does not know how to read and write, but the ignorance of 
law and order and of human values. It was not their fault, but 
our own. 


It was a great tribute to Cobb county and her splendid citizen- 
ship that only a few hundred of its people could so forget or fail to 
understand their duties as citizens as to be willing to be made into 
amob. The law had acted. The one accused of the crime had con- 
fessed and awaited the punishment of the law. Cobb county again 
proved its worth to be called an intelligent, progressive county.

one kept thinking that here was the perfect symbol of the vicious- 
ness of mob instinct.

The mob instinct had caused the destruction of the one thing 
which can prevent such crimes as had aroused the passion of the 
mob. 


If ever there was a perfect symbol of the stupidity of the mob 
instinct it was this putting the torch to the home of knowledge and 
education. 

They had sought, too, to burn the church. It escaped. 

The mob would destroy religion and.education because the mob 
does not understand either. The two bulwarks against murder and 
crime were the targets of the mob. 

Thus is the mob exposed in all its complete stupidity. 

Smyrna had answered the threat. Smyrna and her peace officer 
had called in the state highway police to assist. There is a great 
organization. They are proud of their patrol, believe in it, and can 
tell you some prefectly startling things about drunken driving and 
where most of it originates. When they came in things grew quiet. 

It was after they had come that the cowards slipped away and 
fired the schoolhouse to provide the perfect symbol for the stu- 
pidity of the mob instinct and for the darkness of ignorance.

There again, Cobb county has scored by clamping on the lid. 

But each highway has its share of “hot” road houses. The state 
highway patrol knows which ones are hot and they know from 
which ones come the drunken drivers. They are not empowered 
to do anything about them.

Slavery Was an Efficient System, 


But Efficiency Didn't 


Benefit the Slaves 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Our troubled and unhappy world has renewed the age-old folly 
of quarreling over ideas. It is the most futile, the most useless, 
the most dangerous and the most cruel kind of quarrel in human 
experience. There is no mercy for an opponent whose beliefs con- 
tradict ours. 

We call it a conflict between ideas, or ideologies, but the true 
conflict is between the premises on which the ideas are based. 

One idea is that men should be free and govern themselves; the 
other that men directed by a master should work together as bees 
do for the good of the hive. 

The ideas are not new. In their application, one is as old as 
our republic, the other as old as tyranny. 

Which is right and sane and superior depends upon the purpose 
of man’s existence and the definition of good. 

If man’s greatest good is to be an unconsidered unit in a hive, 
and the only thing that matters is the welfare of the state, the totali- 
tarian idea of the Nazis is right. 

It is unquestionably true that any organization, whether a fam- 
ily, a business enterprise, an army or a nation, operates most effi- 
ciently and swiftly under the direction of one supreme authority. 
Even democracy adopts that system to make war. 

The totalitarian idea can be expressed in few words. 

The state is everything. 

Power replaces justice. 

Since the state is everything, there is no injustice in destroying 
those who oppose it. 

The nation is always organized as for war, and its people are 
kept under military discipline. Industry, business, education, reli- 
gion and entertainment are directed by the state, and no citizen 
may do or say anything except as the state directs. 

The people are bees in a hive. working to make the state great, 
What happens to the individual is of no importance. 

That, in brief, is the idea. It makes a nation supremely effi- 
cient. It eliminates all waste motion, conflict, idleness. It makes 
the nation a machine, controlled by one will. 

If that is the ideal arrangement for man’s life on earth—if effi- 
ciency is more important than anything else—the totalitarian idea 
is the final solution of man’s problems. 

The other idea—the idea of democracy—is not efficient. It is 
the theory that individual man is all-important—that he naturally 
possesses all rights that do not injure his brothers, and that gov- 
erfment is merely a necessary convenience set up to manage pub- 
lic business. It is a wasteful, slow, cumbersome system, moving by 
compromise. But it permits the citizen to do and say and think 
what he pleases, and protects his liberty, personal dignity and self- 
respect, 

If these are the things that matter most, democracy with all its 
human faults, is as near perfection as imperfect humans are likely 
to get. 

These are the warring ideologies between which the world must 

choose. To injure one is to benefit the other.

What has happened since “alex- 
ander’s Ragtime Band,” it seems 
to us, is that variations, tricks and 
discords have been permitted 
gradually to drown the theme. The 
asides have obliterated the story, 
the dressing has smothered the 
bird. “Alexander’s Ragtime Band’ 
is a good, lively, lilting tune, with 
a true swing about it (not the 
swingless swing of today), and the 
tune is allowed to remain upper- 
most. 

Paul Whiteman’s father, himself 
an orchestra leader, admitted the 
other day that he can’t stand the 
sort of music with which his son’s 
name is associated. “I hate jazz 
and swing music, and I despise 
crooning—there is no art in any of 
them,” he said. Mr. Whiteman Sr. 
is 80 years old but you don’t have 
to be that old to dislike swing, 
jazz, crooning and the like, par- 
ticularly at mealtime. We, for one, 
believe the world will come to its

If you are a teen age girl with | 
a yearning to be taller, you may | 
still have a chance. So many| 

‘girls in their teens write and ask | 
whether there is any way of; 
growing taller that I have con-| 
sulted a medical authority on the | 
subject and the answer is yes. The 
best aids to growth—aside from | 
tall ancestors—are diet, exercise | 
and plenty of sleep. 

About 70 per cent of your pos- | 
sibilities for growing tall depend | 
on your heredity, and you can’t! 
do a thing about that. But the. 
other 30 per cent depend on you. | 
Your full growth is not achieved 
until the age of 19, and in the 
meantime it is up to you to see 
that your diet includes plenty of 
milk, eggs, fruits and vegetables, 
that you sleep nine hours a night, | 
and that you engage in stretching | 
activities. | 

Our doctor tells us that there | 
are two marked periods of growth. | 
One takes place from the age of | 
12 to 16, the other from 16 to 19. | 
Often a boy or girl is very short | 
until around the age of 16 and /§ 
then suddenly begins to shoot up. | 
If you are 16 and a “shorty,” you | 
may be able to take a hand in the 
business of growing taller. 

Perhaps you have wondered 
why it is that girls in one section 
of the country average a better 
height than the girls in another 
section. In our country the tallest | 
girls seem to come from the west- | 
ern states and the explanation is 
easily found. They lead a health- 
ful outdoor life, have liberal quan- 
tities of milk, fruits and vegetables 
in their diets, and have inherited 
the tendency to grow tall. 

Many of the families in this sec- 
tion are of Scandinavian descent, | 
and the Scandinavians are notably 
tall. An interesting point in this! 
connection is, so ouor doctor says, 
the fact that the Swedes and the 
Norwegians were eating codliv- 
ers long before the rest of the 
world. The codlivers were per- 
| ishable and, at that time, could not 
be sold to other countries. The. 
Norwegians and Swedes had to/| 
eat them. And don’t be under the 
impression that you are too old to 
take your codliver oil! | 

And don’t be inventing excuses 
to be allowed to skip gym class, 
'as girls often do. Play hard. It 
' will not only help you to grow, 

but it will help you to grow up 
with a lovely figure. 

Unless you are already too 
grown up, go out and play on the 
“jungle gyms,” the horizontal bars, 
or just climb trees and pull your- 
self from limb to limb. These 
stretching activities are the ones 
which will help you to grow. 
Sports afford stretching exercise, 
too, and badminton, swimming and 
tennis are all good spine and trunk 
muscle stretchers. 

There are, of course, glandular 
cases in which growth is perma- 
nently retarted unless medical 
treatment is given, but these 
cases are the exception. You are 
probably perfectly normal and a 
balanced diet, adequate sleep and 
healthful exercise are height fac- 
tors you can control.
